Spoiling Milk In Cold Weather. 


Milk may be spoiled by handling in | 
Now is | 


cold weather as well as in hot, 
the time for the factory men to look out 
for milk that has stood overnight in | 


closed caus without stirring or acrating | 


in any way. The patron thinks it is all 
right, the milk will be cool by morning, 
and he need not trouble himself further 
than to strain the milk into the can and 
let it stand. This trouble is very notice- 
able where the cheese factories take in 
the night’s milk skimmed. Not long 
since the editor of The Report had occa- 
sion to look at some butter from a cheese 
The commission merchant did 


not know what was the trouble with the | 


butter, but it failed to satisfy his cus- 
tomers. It was firm and of good texture 
and color, but the flavor was peculiar. 
It needed but a brief examination to 
find that peculiar fetid or putrid odor 
which comes from shutting milk up in 
cans Without acrating or stirring, The 
worst of it is thecolder the weather the 
more pronounced the flavor will be. The 
cold air cools the outside quickly, the 
cream rises and forms a coating on the 
top of the milk, impervious to evapora- 
tion, so that none of the gases can es- 
cape. In the center of the cans the milk 
stays warm, and decay—not fermenta- 
tiou—sets in, and the milk, instead of 
souring, gets putrid and spoils, not only 
the particular can, but all the milk in 
the tat. This is where the butter maker, 
when he reccives his milk, can do some 
good missionary work among his pa- 
trons, and not only do them some good, 
tat aid bins in making better goods.
